TUB WORK ON TUB PRISON. 


There appears to be a slight mis 


understanding between the architect 
and the contractor of our,;new State 
Prison, and in consequence the work 
hns been discontinued until WieBoard 
of Prison Commissioners have heard 
and determined the matter. 
The 


architect, S. F. Hoole, claims that 
the work now being done by Wm. 
Thompson, the Contractor, for build- 
ing the outside walls and guard tow- 
ers, is not in tho slightest degree in 
accordance with the contract and 
specifications, in that: First—the 
wall is not being Lad in regular 
courses, as called for by tho specifi- 
cations ; but is being laid in broken 
courses. Tho architect says that the 
joints on the faae of the wall are 
from '/, to \yt inches, and in the 
body of the wall there are no joints, 
but the rock is placed promiscuously 
in tho wall, leaving from 1 to 3 three 
inches space 'between rooks, and in 
most inHuncrs not hnlf filling the in- 
terstices with mortar, while the con- 
tract calls for */t joinss throughout 
tho wall, and ouch stone wall budded 
with mortar. 
The architect claims 


that with such n wall as is now being
